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In answer to my query about the perfin “L” and illustration of a shield on 
which is MK/KM, I have had a number of replies. Mike Bavin, Ken Dee, 
Peter Finch, John Nelson, and Mike Penfold all give the same 
information about the logo but only John had a guess at the perfin. 


The logo belongs to the Association of Men of Kent and Kentish Men 
which is a registered charity and amongst bits activities and objectives 
makes grants to students towards the cost of further education. The KM 
was for “Kentish Men” and the MK for “Men of Kent”. 


The centre of the badge shows the Kent Invicta horse. Apparently this 


prancing horse and motto INVICTA was made popular by the firm 
Aveling & Porter of Rochester (another perfin user) by a polished brass 
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
